or other, te have been continued down to our own day; but no record can be 
discovered to show what part the county of Northampton took in forming this 
national force prior to the middle of the eighteenth century. In the early part of 
this century the trainings of the Militia, whatever they may previously have been, 
ar> pear to have fallen into disuse, excepting in the City of London. 

In 1756 there was an alarm of invasion, and in the third of George II. an Act was passed 
fo x- again raising and organising a Militia; and in 1762 another Act was passed to explain, amend, 
ara d reduce into one Act of Parliament the several laws relating to the Militia. 

In pursuance of this Act a meeting of His Majesty’s lieutenancy for the county of Northampton 
was appointed to be held at the George Inn, Northampton, on the 23rd of June, 1762, the Right 
Hon. the Earl of Halifax being then lord lieutenant of the county. No record of the proceedings 
of this meeting appears to have been kept; but on the 8th of September of the same year another 


meeting of the lieutenancy was held, under the Earl of Halifax, when the following minute was 
placed on record, viz. :— 


Ordered—“ The lord lieutenant having at this meeting taken the sense of the gentlemen 
present, whether it would be more beneficial to raise the Militia for the said county, or to pay 


the fine set on the said county for not raising the same, it was unanimously agreed to raise the 
same.” 


It was further ordered—“ That all gentlemen willing to serve as officers in the said Militia 
should send in their names signifying their consent thereto previous to the next meeting.” 


Other meetings of the lieutenancy were subsequently held for the purpose of forming the 
county into subdivisions, and making other arrangements necessary for raising the number of 
men required. On the first day of March, 1763, the third general meeting of the lieutenancy was 
held at the George Inn, Northampton, the Right Hon. the Earl of Sussex being in the chair, when 
the following resolution was passed, viz. :— 


Ordered—In order to form the Northamptonshire Regiment there shall be ten companies, 
which are to consist of sixty men each, to each ot which companies the following officers are 
posted, viz. :— 

The Right Hon. Earl of Sussex—UColonel. 

The Right Hon. Lord St. John—Lieut.-Colonel. 

The Hon, Spencer Compton—Major.

N.B.—In those days the field officers held command of companies. 
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It therefore appears evident that at this period no county Regiment existed, even on paper. 
That such a force had been in existence at some time prior to this date cannot, I think, be 
doubted ; but when, how, or why it was discontinued we are unable now to ascertain. The 
present Regiment, therefore, must of necessity date its origin from this period. 

The first training of the Regiment was ordered to take place at Northampton, commencing 
on the 5th day of June, 1764; and from this time to 1770 the annual trainings took place at 
Northampton, sometimes in the spring and sometimes in the autumn. 

In 1771 half the Regiment was ordered to assemble for training and exercise at Welling- 
borough, and the other half at Kettering on the same day. In 1772 they were again trained at 
Northampton, and continued to be so annually until 1778. In April of this year (1778) they 
were ordered to be embodied at the town of Northampton, and we find them soon afterwards 
stationed in Warley Camp, which they left in November for winter quarters, but where it does 
not appear. In the summer of 1779 they were stationed in CSkheath Camp, under the command 
of Lieut.-Colonel Lord Super, and in the autumn marched from thence to occupy the following 
winter quarters, viz., Buckingham, Winslow, Stony Stratford, Amersham, Chesham, Missenden, 
High and West Wycombe, and Aylesbury, where headquarters were stationed. No record 
appears to have been kept of the Regiment leaving these winter quarters; but in June 1780, 
we find them doing duty at Lam‘eth Palace during the serious disturbances which took place 
in London at that time, commonly known as the “Lord George Gordon Riots.” In July they 
marched into Dartford Camp, where, it appears, a large fire took place in the huts of the 52nd 
Regiment, when the following general order relative to the conduct of the Northamptonshire 
Militia was issued :— 


General Order. 
“ 3rd September, 1780. 


‘“‘The great alertness and neighbourly assistance of the Northamptonshire Regiment of Militia 
in endeavouring to put out the late fire amongst the huts of the 52nd Regiment is highly com- 
mendable, and the report of it was very pleasing to the General.” 


In October of 1780 the Regiment left Dartford Camp and marched to Northampton, there to 
be quartered during the winter. In June 1781, they were moved to Lenham Heath Camp, where 
they remained till the 3rd of November, when they took up winter quarters; but we are here 
again at fault, being unable to say where these quarters were, as no books can be found relating 
to that period. It is much to be regretted that no records from this period up to 1787 can be 
discovered whereby the movements of the Regiment could be traced ; but from 1787 to 1792 they 
appear to be disembodied, and trained annually at Northampton. The order for re-embodying the 
Regiment cannot be found; but they appear in September 1794 to have been stationed in Roboro’ 
Camp, under the command of Colonel Lord Compton, their effective strength at this time being : 
1 colonel, 1 major, 7 captains, g lieutenants, 2 ensigns, 34 Sergeants, and 636 privates. In November 
of the same year they were removed to Cornwall and quartered at Liskeard, and thence to 
Plymouth, where they arrived on the 31st December. They returned, however, to Roboro’ Camp 
on the 2zoth May, 1795, and were then under the command of Major Isted, Colonel Lord Compton 
and Lieut.-Colonel the Earl of Westmoreland being engaged in London on their Parliamentary 
duties. The Regiment seems to have proceeded to Bristol in June 1795, where they remained 
till October 1796. During this time then Colonel Lord Compton assumed the title of the Marquis 
of Northampton, on the death of his father. In July 1795, soon after the arrival of the Regiment 
at Bristol, a mutiny of a serious character broke out amongst the Loyal Irish Fencibles, who were 
on their voyage from Waterford to Jersey, and at this time anchored off Pill. On the signal being 
given for the transports to get under weigh and proceed on their voyage, seven companies of the 
Regiment seized their arms, fixed their bayonets, and refused to sail. On their officers remon- 
strating with them, they erected a gallows and threatened to hang two of them, who, however, 
escaped by jumping overboard. The men at once seized the boats and landed. General Rooke 
commanding the district, being informed of the circumstances, proceeded at once to Pill. He 
expostulated with the men on their unsoldierlike conduct, listened to their complaints, and 
promised them that their grievances should be redressed before sailing. They persisted, however, 
in declaring that they were determined to die upon the spot rather than re-embark, that they had 
but a life each, and it should be lost there. They were then informed that Sir John Carden’s 
Dragoons and the Northamptonshire Regiment of Militia, who were in the neighbourhood, should 
force them. These Regiments had by this time arrived, and immediately surrounded the mutineers, 
who fixed their bayonets and formed. General Rooke, wishing to spare life as much as possible, 
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ordered the Northamptonshire Regiment to withhold their fire till the last moment, and gave 
directions to the Dragoons to charge the mutineers. This they immediately did, with Sir John 
Carden at their head, when several were wounded, and many escaped into the adjoining houses ; 
but a party headed by a sergeant and two corporals remained fighting with a courage worthy of a 
better cause. They were, however, severely wounded, soon overpowered, and taken prisoners. 
The whole Regiment was then disarmed, and about eighty of the mutineers were marched away 
prisoners by the Northamptonshire Militia, who placed a strong guard over them. One officer 
and two privates of the Dragoons were wounded, and Sir John Carden’s horse was killed under 
him, being bayoneted in six places. The general’s conduct and exertions reflected the greatest 
credit upon him, both for his humanity and determination, and the greatest credit was given to 
the Northamptonshire Militia for their steadiness on this trying occasion. 

In October 1796 the Regiment marched from Bristol to Winchester, where they remained 
till February 1797, and then proceeded to Portsmouth, and thence to Lewes, where they arrived 
on the 30th of April. They left Lewes in October and proceeded to Rye, at which station they 
remained till July 1798. At this period Colonel De Capel Brooke assumed the command. From 
Rye the Regiment proceeded to Silver Hill Barracks, detaching the Grenadier Company to Shore- 
ham; the Light Company to Battle; 20 rank and file with one officer to Tunbridge; one officer 
and 20 rank and file to Sevenoaks; and one officer and 20 rank and file to Farningham. From 
the 11th of October, 1798, the headquarters occupied Brighton Barracks, removing the Grenadier 
Company from Shoreham to Canterbury. 

From this period up to 1801 no documents relating to the Regiment can be found, but in 
that year it appears they were quartered in Hythe and Dover, nor can any record be discovered 
of their removal from these places to Northampton, though it appears they were disembodied in 
the spring of 1802. 


On this occasion the following letter was received by the colonel commanding, from the 
Speaker of the House of Commons :— 


“ House oF Commons, 7th April, 1802. 
¢ Sir,— 

‘‘By command of the House of Commons of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
I have the honour of transmitting to you their unanimous vote of thanks to the officers of the 
several corps of Militia, which have been embodied in Great Britain and Ireland during the course 
of the war, for the seasonable and meritorious services they have rendered to their King and 
country. 

“And also, the unamimous resolution of the House signifying their high approbation and 
acknowledgment of the services of the non-commissioned officers and men of the several corps of 
Militia which have been embodied in Great Britain and Ireland during the course of the war, which 
resolution of the House you are to communicate to the non-commissioned officers and men of your 
corps, whom you are desired to thank for their meritorious conduct. 

“In transmitting these resolutions, I have at the same time the greatest satisfaction in bearing 
testimony to the gratitude of the House for these services, which have contributed essentially to 
our security in every part of the United Kingdom, and effectually strengthened the exertions of 
His Majesty’s Arms. 

‘‘T have the honour to be,

and meritorious services they have rendered to their King and country.”

“That this House doth highly approve of and acknowledge the services of the non-com- 
missioned officers and men of the several corps of Militia which have been embodied in Great 
Britain and Ireland during the course of the war, and that the same be communicated to them by 
the colonel or commanding officer of the several corps, who are desired to thank them for their 
meritorious conduct.”

‘‘That Mr. Speaker do signify the said resolutions by letter to the colonel or other commanding 
officer of each respective corps.

On the 25th March, 1803, the Regiment was re-embodied under the command of Colonel Sir 
Richard De Capel Brooke, Bart., and marched (date unknown) to Dover, and thence to Deal, 
where they arrived in July of that year. Whilst here, orders were received to hold the Regiment 
in readiness to take the field. In May 1804, 3 sergeants, 10 corporals, and 208 privates volun- 
teered to serve in the regular army, and on the 31st October the Regiment returned to Dover. 


From this period to 1806, no records appear to have been preserved (or at least they have 
been lost), but it seems that the Regiment was quartered at Woodbridge in 1806, and was inspected 
on the roth April by Major-General Duncan Campbell, on Oxley Green, near Writtle. 


From Woodbridge the Regiment marched to Norman Cross, and was stationed in charge of 
French prisoners, having a detachment consisting of 1 lieutenant-colonel, 1 captain, 1 lieutenant, 
I ensign, and 193 non-commissioned officers and men at Peterborough : here it remained till June 
1808, and in that month returned to Woodbridge barracks, and remained there till June 1809, 
when it proceeded to Portsmouth and was stationed there till August 1811, having during 
that time a detachment on board a prison ship guarding French prisoners. About this time the 
Regiment volunteered to extend its services to Ireland, was sworn in accordingly, and proceeded 
at once to Armagh; about this period 103 men of the Regiment volunteered to serve in the regular 
army. From Armagh they moved to Newry, furnishing several detachments in that neighbour- 
hood, and remained in the north of Ireland till April 1813, when they embarked for Scotland, 
arriving at Edinburgh Castle on the 17th. On the 2oth of May, the Regiment, in conjunction with 
the Norfolk Militia, furnished a guard of honour to attend His Grace the Lord High Commissioner 
of the General Assembly of the Church of Scotland ; it was at this time commanded by Lieut.- 
Colonel Sir J. Isham; during this year 133 volunteers were sent tu Regiments of the Line. 


In 1814, 2 drummers, 8 corporals, and 162 privates volunteered to extend their services to 
the provisional battalion of Militia, when the following officers accompanied them, viz.: Captains 
F. Pentingall and W. Jones, and Lieutenants R. Glover and H. Bowles. On the 15th of April, 
1814, the garrison fired a feu de jore in honuur of the capture of Paris; and in June tollowing the 
Northamptonshire Militia embarked for Hull and proceeded to Northampton, where they arrived 
on the 28th of June, and were disembodied on the 7th of July following. 


No training of the Regiment appears to have taken place from this time up to 1820, when 
they were called out in May for twenty-seven days, and in 1821 and 1825 for twenty-one days, 
and not again until 1831; during the greater part >f this time it was under the command of 
Colonel Sir Richard De Capel Brooke, Bart. Sir Justinian Isham, Bart., was appointed Colonel in 
March 1830, and Langham Rokeby, Esq., Lieut.-Colonel. 


From this time up to 1852, the whole Militia force of the kingdom appears to have lain 
dormant; the permanent staff was only partially kept up, and such adjutancies as became vacant 
were left in abeyance. In 1846, Sir R. Peel having come into office, he determined upon re- 
organising the Militia, and ordered all vacant adjutancies to be filled up, but before he could bring 
forward his Bill he left office. 


On the 2nd of April, 1845, T. P. Maunsell, Esq., was appointed Colonel, and the Right Hon. 
Lord Bur;.hley, Major in the same year, and Lieut.-Colonel 7th January, 1846. After another 
lull of six years, the Militia was ordered to be raised on a totally different footing, t.e., by 
voluntary enrolment, and not by ballot; it was looked upon quite as an experiment, and much 
interest was felt in noticing the result. * Adjutants were sent round their respective counties, 
when the gentry, clergy, farmers, overseers, etc., all lent their aid, and in October 1852, the 
1st Northamptonshire Regiment of Militia, raised under the new system, assembled for training 
at Northampton, under Colonel Maunsell, 618 strong, and a finer body of young men could not 
well have been got together. The result was at once looked upon as a success, and so it has 
proved to be, for from that time up to the present day (1870) there has been no lack of volunteers 
nor any difficulty in raising the number ot men required. 


The organising of the permanent staff was a more difficult task than raising the men, and at 
the first and second trainings it was found necessary to seek assistance from the Line, but never 
afterwards has the Northamptonshire Militia found it necessary to ask for this assistance, though 
sume Regiments have been compelled to do so.

In May 1854, they were again assembled at Northampton, under Colonel Maunsell, when the 
training was conducted entirely by its own officers and the members of the permanent staff. 
After completing this twenty-seven days’ training the Regiment was dismissed ; but war having in 
the meantime been declared with Russia, they were re-assembled and embodied for permanent 
duty. in August, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Lord Burghley, then M.P. for South 
Lincolnshire. As soon as they were equipped, they received orders to proceed to Dublin in two 
divisions, on the 24th and 25th of August, 1854, embarking at Liverpool.

About a fortnight previous to their re-assembling, their Adjutant, Captain Rose, had met with 
an accident in a fall from his horse, and was unable to proceed with the Regiment; a Subaltern 
(Lieut. Stockdale) was appointed to relieve him in his duties as Quartermaster, but as he had 
still the duties of Adjutant and Paymaster to perform, this untoward accident was attended with 
much inconvenience ; however, their zealous and indefatigable Colonel, Lord Burghley, marched 
the Regiment into Dublin, and, notwithstanding the loss of his Adjutant’s services, soon made 
itself of service in the garrison. They were quartered first in the Richmond Barracks and !sland 


* Acting Quartermaster during Captain Rose’s absence. 
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Bridge,* from which they were removed in December to the Linen Hill Barracks, to make room 
for the Dublin County Militia, which was at that time embodied. 

A depot, consisting of one company, was left at Northampton, under the command of Captain 
Rundle, in order to conduct the recruiting. 

In March 1855, the Northamptonshire Militia, in conjunction with several other Regiments, 
volunteered to serve abroad, and were sworn in for this purpose the following month. 

About this time, when Militia Regiments were occupying most of the garrisons at home in 
order to set the troops of the Line at liberty, an event occurred which will be ever memorable in 
the history of the force. It was supposed to have been discovered that under an Act of Parliament 
commonly called Lord Panmure’s Act, all militiamen enrolled before a certain date could not be 
kept embodied longer than fifty-six days ; a rumour of this fact having spread amongst the Militia, a 
very large number of men of various Regiments in different parts of the country claimed the right 
to be sent home.t The feeling was manifested very strongly by the Cambridgeshire and 3rd West 
York, who were also quartered in Dublin, and the infection soon reached the Northamptonshire. 
Between six and seven hundred men of this Regiment, however, had been re-sworn for service 
abroad, so the Act in question did not apply to them. This led to some little irritation, and 
there were not persons wanting who tried to persuade the men that they had been deceived. 
Lieut.-Colonel Lord Burghley listened to their complaints most patiently, and took every pains to 
explain the circumstances of their position, and in this he was most ably assisted by his officers. 

In the meantime the men who had not volunteered to serve abroad, and who by leave of 
the Secretary of State for War clected to return to the country to serve at the depot, were 
marched out of the barracks by order of General Lord Seaton, G.C.B., to the transports as soon 
as possible, and embarked for England. The cause and the promoters of the dissatisfaction 
amongst the men who had volunteered and been attested for foreign service having been thus 
removed, the good feeling in the Regiment was soon restored, and the men took a pride in the 
thought that they had not deserted their country in the hour of danger when their services were 
required. 

The Regiment was at this time under orders to embark from Dublin for Gibraltar, but 
Plymouth and Devonport having been denuded of their troops by the retirement of so many 
militiamen, owing to the above-mentioned cause, the Northamptonshire Militia were ordered to 
proceed to Plymouth at once, and embarked for Liverpool en route for Devonport on the 12th of 
April, 1855, where they remained quartered in Mount Wise and St. George’s Barracks until the 
transport which was to convey them to Gibraltar was ready to receive them. 

Soon after their arrival at Devonport the Regiment, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel 
Lord Burghley, M.P., was visited and inspected by the Most Noble the Marquis of Exeter, K.G., 
lord lieutenant of the county of Northampton, and presented with new Colours by the Right 
Hon. Lady Burghley. The old Colours having been trooped and marched off the ground with 
an imposing ceremony—the new ones meanwhile lying in front of the Regiment on a pyramid 
of drums—two ensigns advanced to receive them. Her Ladyship then addressed the Regiment 
in the following graceful and impressive words :— 


“ Officers, non-commissioned officers, and soldiers,—I am this day entrusted with the 
honourable commission of presenting you with your Colours, and trust that by you they will be 
considered as the most sacred charge committed to your care. The one will continually remind 
you of your duty to your Queen, the other of your duty to your Regiment; and it is with the 
conviction that you, the Northamptonshire Militia, will use unceasing exertions to preserve the 
fair fame of both banners unsullied that I now present you with these new Colours.” 


After the ceremony was over, the commanding officer having replied and thanked Lady 
Burghley on behalf of the Regiment, the men were regaled with the good old English fare of roast 
beef and plum pudding, and the officers entertained a large party of friends in their mess-room. 

The Regitnent remained in Devonport, taking their share in the duties of the garrison until 
June, when the Shooting Star transport arrived, and they were ordered to embark for Gibraltar

+ This idea of the men being only bound to serve for fifty-six days was quite a fallacy, asthe Act of George III., 
which empowered the King to embody the Militia for any length of time, had never been repealed, so that the 
Queen had full power under this Act to keep the Militia embodied during the continuance of the Russian War. 
This was fully explained to the men of the Northamptonshire Militia by their Colonel; and had it not been for 
those men in the different Militia Regiments in the garrison who did not volunteer for foreign service misleading 
the men of the Northamptonshire Militia, that Regiment, upon the assurance that they were bound to serve under 
the Act of George III., would have returned to their duty at once. 
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on the 19th of that month. Lieut.-General Eden, commanding the Western District, having first 
inspected the Regiment, accompanied them to the dockyard, whence they embarked and sailed 
the same afternoon. 

The Lieut.-General noticed the fact as highly creditable to the Regiment that no single man 
was absent, and complimented them not only on their steady appearance on parade, but also on 
the regular and orderly manner in which the embarkation was conducted. 

The following officers embarked with the Regiment *: Lureut.-Colonel Commandant—Lord 
Burghley, M.P.; Capfains—W. Christie, E. F. Hatton, J. B. Robinson, W. L. Christie, C. W. 
Watkins, H. Smith; Léeutenants—D. Wake, F. Loinsworth, JT. Ferrers, W. Kerr, H. Wilson, 
W. Evans; Ensigns—E. H. Hare, H. Linton, H. M. Whitehurst, W. H. W. De Capel Brooke, 
B. Whitworth ; Captain and Adjutant—T. Rose; Paymaster—R. Norton (late Capt. 13th Foot) ; 
Surgeon—F. Molloy ; Assistant Surgeon —T. McLean ; ; Quartermaster—F. Collins. 

The 30th June, 1855, saw the 1st Northamptonshire Regiment of Militia, which had never 
before done duty out of the United Kingdom, land in the fortress of Gibraltar, and here they 
remained, taking their share of the duties of the garrison, until the termination of the Crimean 
War. During a portion of this time Captains Finch Hatton and Smith were employed at 
Barcelona, purchasing mules for the service of the army in the Crimea. A convoy of three 
hundred of these mules was sent to Balaclava, under the command of Lieutenant D’Arcy 
(Grenadier Company). The duties of all these three officers were so well performed that they 
secured the approbation of the authorities both at home and in the Crimea. 

Peace having been proclaimed after the fall of Sebastopol, the troops were removed from the 
Crimea as quickly as possible; and as soon as a sufficient force was available to take the duties 
of the garrison of Gibraltar, the Militia Regiments were ordered home, and the Northamptonshire 
and the 3rd Lancashire were embarked on board the Great Britain troopship for England on the 
6th June, 1856. They arrived in Liverpool on the 14th June; and the Northamptonshire Militia 
proceeded at once by railway to Northampton. 

On their arrival at Northampton an enormous concourse of people had assembled to welcome 
home from foreign service their county Regiment. Not a window on the line of march from 
the railway station to the barracks was unoccupied, and the whole population seemed to share in 
the honour of their county Regiment having been permitted to serve Her Majesty abroad. 

The mayor and corporation of the borough passed a vote of thanks and the following address 
to the Regiment, which latter has been framed, and is now hung up in the orderly-room. 


“To Lieut.-Colonel Lord Burghley, and the officers, non-commissioned officers, and men of 
the Northamptonshire Militia. 

‘We, the mayor, aldermen, and councillors of the borough of Northampton, beg to congratulate 
you on your return to your native country, and to tender our grateful acknowledgments for the 
patriotic services rendered by you at a crisis in our national affairs when the whole military forces 
of England were, in conjunction with our allies, engaged in a desperate and arduous struggle in 
repressing the aggression of a foreign power. 

“The zeal and alacrity with which you then came forward as one of the first volunteers for 
foreign service, and thus enabling Her Majesty to increase her forces at the seat of war, will ever 
be held in honourable remembrance. 

‘““We also beg to record our sense of the general good and orderly conduct of the men forming 
the Mititia, and feel assured that, while resuming their duties as citizens, they will be ready as 
heretofore to devote themselves to their Queen and country.” 


The gentry of the county and town raised a subscription, and presented a handsome piece of 
plate (a centre piece for the mess table) to the officers, with the following inscription :— 


“Presented to the officers of the 48th Northamptonshire Regiment of Militia, under the 
command of Lieut.-Colonel Lord Burghley, M.P., by the town and county of Northampton, in 
commennoration of their services in Dublin and Gibraltar during the Russian war of 1854-5-6.” 


A dinner, at which the mayor presided, in the large room at the Corn Exchange, was given 
to the men; after this they adjourned to the racecourse, when racing and other athletic sports 
were engaged in; in short, every one seemed to vie with each other in doing honour to the men 
who had volunteered their services in a time of need, and whose only regret was that they had 
not been taken into the field. 

A vote of thanks to the Militia Regiments which had been embodied, was carried in the House

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of Lords, and the following General Order was issued, conveying the thanks of His Royal High- 
ness the Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief, and authorising those Regiments which had served 
in the Mediterranean to carry ‘‘ Mediterranean” on their Colours. 
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“‘S1r,—In pursuance of an order of the House of Lords, I have the honour and satisfaction of 
transmitting to you a copy of two resolutions which passed that House on the 8th instant, and I 
have to desire that you will take the earliest opportunity of communicating the same to the officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and men of the corps under your command.

“That the thanks of this House be given to the officers of the several corps of Militia which 
have been embodied in Great Britain and Ireland during the course of the war, for the zealous and 
meritorious services which, at home and abroad, they have rendered to their Queen and country. 
‘‘That this House doth highly approve and acknowledge the services of the non-commissioned 
officers and men of the several corps of Militia which have been embodied in Great Britain and 
Ireland during the course of the war, and that the same be communicated to them by the com- 
manding officers of the several corps, who are desired to thank them for their patriotic conduct.” 


‘““ Horse GuARDS, 


“General Order (No. 669). “goth June, 1856. 


‘‘The Militia forces having been ordered to be disembodied, the Field-Marshal Commanding- 
in-Chief, previously to their return to their counties, desires to offer to the officers, non-com- 
missioned ofticers, and men, his best acknowledgments for the zeal and discipline which they 
have shown during the whole period of their service. 

“They have not only performed every duty which fell to their share with the cheerful obedi- 
ence of good soldiers, but they have in large numbers gallantly volunteered into the Line at the 
most critical period of the war, and by thus reinforcing the British army before Sebastopol, have 
essentially contributed to its success. 

“Several other Militia Regiments volunteered their services for the garrisons of the 
Mediterranean. 

‘‘The offers of ten Regiments were accepted, thereby liberating an equal number of Regiments 
of the Line to proceed to the Crimea. 

‘‘ The Queen has been graciously pleased to mark her sense of these valuable services by signify- 
ing her commands, through the Secretary of State for War, that the following Militia Regiments, 
which voluntered their services abroad, be permitted to wear the word ‘“ Mediterranean ” on their 
Colours, viz. :— 


Royal Berkshire. . Northamptonshire. 

East Kent. Oxfordshire. 

1st Royal Lancashire. Ist King’s Own, Staffordshire. 
3rd Royal Lancashire. Royal Wiltshire. 

5th Royal Westminster, Middlesex. 2nd West York. 


“The Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief congratulates the Regiments on the distinction thus 
accorded to them by Her Majesty. 

“The Field-Marshal has received constant reports from general officers at home and abroad of 
the excellent state of discipline of the Militia Regiments generally, and at this moment of their 
returning to their homes he desires to express to the officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
private soldiers of every Regiment embodied during the war, his thanks for their good conduct, 
and his best wishes for their welfare and happiness.

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All the necessary arrangements having been completed, the Regiment was disembodied on the 
18th of July, 1856. 

They were not, however, allowed to be idle long, for in 1857 the Indian Mutiny broke out, 
and there being a great demand for troops, the Militias were re-embodied ; the Northamptonshire 
assembled on the 27th of October, and on the 4th of December proceeded to Plymouth. 

On the journey to Plymouth a melancholy accident occurred which cast a gloom over the 
Regiment. Captain Watkins, who was leaning out of the window to speak to an officer in the 
next carriage, was struck on the back of the head by a buttress of a bridge, without being aware 
that the train was approaching it, and killed on the spot. The news of this sad accident cast a 
gloom over the whole garrison. The body was conveyed to the railway station with military 
honours for removal to Badby (the deceased officer’s place in Northamptonshire) for burial, and 
every mark of respect, and the deepest sympathy for his family was shown on the occasion. 

The Regiment remained in Plymouth, and were quartered in the Citadel Barracks until May 
1858, when they were ordered to proceed to Northampton, there to be disembodied. 

From this period the Regiment assembled annually for twenty-seven days’ training in May, 
and was inspected in 1859 by Colonel Taylor, C.B., Assistant Adjutant-General ; and in the 
following year, 1860, Lieut.-Colonel Lord Burgnley was appointed Aide-de-Camp to the Queen, 
with the rank of Colonel, and in the same year the Rutland Company was amalgamated with 
the Regiment, which assumed the title of the Northamptonshire and Rutland Militia. 

N.B.—For record of Rutland Company, etc., see Rutland Book. 


During the training of 1860, a brigade field day was ordered, in which the following troops 
took part: One field battery of the Royal Artillery, under Lieut.-Colonel Elgee, R.A., and Major 
Turner ; the Northamptonshire Militia, under Lieut.-Colonel Lord Burghley ; and the 4th and 5th 
Northampton Rifle Volunteers, under Captain-Commandant W. A. Barr. 

Captain Smith had been sent on with a company of the Northamptonshire Militia to defend 
the village of Boughton, when an attack was made upon it, Lieut.-Colonel Elgee, R.A., taking 
command of the whole force. Lieut.-Colonel Lord Burghley was ordered to lead the attack, which 
was successful ; useful instruction was imparted to the men during the manceuvres, 

The Regiment was this year inspected by Major-General Douglas. During their annual train- 
ing whenever an opportunity of giving the men and officers instruction in brigade work offered 
itself it was taken advantage of. 


In 1864 a brigade field day was held at Dallington, which brought together a large concourse 
of people, an officer having been sent by Government to superintend and report upon the 
manceuvres performed. 

The troops taking part in this day were a squadron of the 8th Hussars, the Northamptonshire 
and Rutland Militia, a troop of mounted volunteers under Cornet Nethercote, and the 4th and 
5th Companies of the Northamptonshire Rifle Volunteers Administrative Battalion, and the 
Company of Pensioners which belonged to Northampton and the neighbourhood. 


In 1867 Colonel Lord Burghley assumed the title of Marquis of Exeter on the death of hiS 
father. 


In the last week of the training of 1868 a brigade field day was held in Althorp Park, the 
seat of Earl Spencer, K.G., in which the following troops took part: A field battery of the Royal 
Horse Artillery, under the command of Major Bishop; a detachment of the 4th Battalion Rifle 
Brigade, under Major Dixon; the Northamptonshire and Rutland Militia formed into two battalions, 
the one under the command of Colonel the Marquis of Exeter, the other under Major Lord 
Brownlow Cecil; and the Northamptonshire Rifle Volunteer Corps, under his Grace the Duke of 
Grafton. Major-General the Hon. James Lindsay, who had previously inspected the Regiment, 
took command of the brigade, and at the termination of the day expressed himself highly satisfied 
and pleased with the steadiness of the troops, and the manner in which the manceuvres had 
been performed. 


On the 25th May, 1869, the Regiment was ordered to proceed to Woburn Park, Bedfordshire, 
to take part in a field day in conjunction with the following Militia Regiments, viz., Bedfordshire, 
Hertford, and Oxford. 


Major-General the Hon. James Lindsay was ordered to take command of the force, and 
expressed himself much pleased with the soldierlike appearance of the men, their steadiness 
under arms, and the manner in which his orders had been carried out by the several officers in 
command of Regiments. 


the Northamptonshire and Rutland Militia. 


In 1868 a “Militia Reserve” was formed, the principal feature of which was that any 
militiaman volunteering to join it should be liable to serve in the regular army at home or abroad 
during a state of war, and in consideration of which he should receive an annual bounty of £1, 
in addition to his Militia bounty; but during peace be considered to all intents and purposes a 
militiaman, and be required to drill with his Regiment at its annual training. During the first 
year 102 men, and in 1869 71 men enrolled themselves in this force. 


In May 1870, the Regiment was again called out for twenty-seven days’ training and 
exercise at Northampton, under the command of Colonel the Marquis of Exeter, A.D.C. On the 
25th a brigade was formed on the racecourse, composed of a squadron of the 4th Royal Irish 
Dragoons, under the command of Captain McDonald, 49 strong ; four Companies of the 4th King’s 
Own Regiment from Weedon, under the command of Major Eccles, 204 strong; the Leicester- 
shire Militia, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Sir F. T. Fowke, Bart., 659 strong; and the 
Northamptonshire and Rutland Militia, uncer the command of Colonel the Marquis of Exeter, 
A.D.C., 93: strong. The left wing of the Regiment was formed into a separate battalion, under 
the command of Major Lord Brownlow Cecil; the whole under the command of Colonel Roche, 
Assistant Adjutant-General of the district, who expressed himself perfectly satisfied with the 
manner in which the various movements had been performed. At the termination of the field 
day the officers of the various corps on the ground, with a large number of friends from the 
county, Were entertained at luncheon by the officers of the Regiment in a large marquce pitched 
in the drill field for the occasion. 

The Regiment was inspected on the 3rd June by Colonel Roche, and dismissed on the 4th, 
having previously enrolled 164 men in the Militia Reserve. During this year (1870) the Regiment 
sent 71 men to the regular army. 


In 1871 the Regiment assembled at the usual time for twenty-seven days’ training, and were 
inspected by Colonel Hamilton, commanding the 12th Regiment of Foot. Seventy-nine men were 
transferred to the Line during this year. 


The Regiment assembled for twenty-seven days’ training on the 22nd April, 1872, and again 
inspected by Colonel Harnilton, when its strength (including 162 recruits who had assembled 
fourteen days previously) was :—

It should here be recorded, to the credit of the corps, that out of the whole strength (1074) 
eleven men only were absent. 

The Regiment assembled on the racecourse on the 17th May, under the command of Colonel 
the Marquis of Exeter, A.D.C., for the inspection of Colonel Hamilton, of the 12th Regiment, who 
was pleased to express himself highly satisfied with the result of his two days’ inspection, having 
seen the Regiment in marching order on the 16th; and in the report subsequently received from 
the War Oftice it is stated “ Inspection report satisfactory.” 


In 1873 the new system for the localisation of the army was adopted, and the Militia placed 
under the control of His Royal Highness Commanding-in-Chief in its disembodied state. A 
brigade depot was established at Northampton, under the command of Colonel Aplin, late 
commanding officer of the 48th Regiment, the Militia staff being placed, for all military purposes, 
under his orders, and being required to report to him on all subjects save those of a purely 
financial character. 

In May of this year, Colonel Aplin made his first inspection of the Regiment, having inspected 
the recruits previous to their dismissal in April, when the following inspection report was received 
from His Royal Highness Commanding-in-Chief.

The Regiment assembled for its usual annual training on the 27th of April, 1874, and was 
inspected by Colonel G. R. Aplin, commanding the zgth Sub-District, on the 21st and 22nd of 
May, and were dismissed on the 23rd of May. 

In the course of this year (1874) a second battalion was formed, and placed under the com- 
mand of Lieut.-Colonel Lord Brownlow Cecil; the strength of the respective battalions was as 
follows :—

The Regiment assembled in two battalions for its annual training on the 19th of April, and 
were dismissed on the 15th May, 1875; the rst Battalion under the command of Colonel the 
Marquis of Exeter, the 2nd under that of Lieut.-Colonel Lord Brownlow Cecil. 

They were inspected separately by Colonel Aplin, commanding the 29th Sub-District, on the 
13th and 14th May. 

The recruits of the two battalions, numbering together 183 men, assembled on the 23rd of 
March, and served with their respective battalions during the training. 

On the 30th of September of this year the Adjutant, Captain Thomas Rose, was placed on 
a retired allowance after a service of thirty years in the Regiment, and was promoted to the rank 
of Major and Hon. Lieut.-Colonel, and continued to serve with the 3rd Battalion as Junior Major. 

Major J. Rawlins, 48th (Northamptonshire) Regiment, was appointed Adjutant on the 16th 
of October, 1875, vice Rose. 


Both battalions of the Regiment assembled for training on the 8th of May, 1876, and were 
dismissed on the 3rd of June; the rst Battalion under the command of Colonel the Marquis of 
Exeter, A.D.C., etc. ; the 2nd Battalion under that of Lieut.-Colonel Lord Brownlow Cecil. 

The recruits, numbering 128, of both battalions, assembled on the 1oth April, and served 
with their respective battalions during the training. 

This training of the Regiment was important, as being the occasion on which the Colours were 
presented to the 2nd Battalion by Lady Brownlow Cecil. 

The presentation took piace in presence of both battalions on the 23rd May, in the drill ~ 
field adjoining the store, the 2nd Battalion forming three sides of a square. 

The Majors being Hon. Lieut.-Colonel Sir John B. Robinson, Bart., and Major R. J. D’Arcy ; 
the Lieutenants for the Colours, J. E. Dryden and F. C. Trollope. : 

The choir sang ‘‘ When Israel’s Chief in days of yore.” 


At the conclusion of the ceremony of consecration, the Colours having been unfurled, Lady 
Brownlow Cecil delivered the following speech :— 


“Tieut.-Colonel Lord Brownlow Cecil, officers, non-commissioned officers, and soldiers of the 
2nd Battalion Northamptonshire and Rutland Militia,—I have much pride and satisfaction in fulfilling 
the honourable task this day entrusted to me of presenting you with these new Colours, upon 
which we have just invoked the Divine blessing. Remember that they are symbols of the loyalty 
and obedience you owe to your Queen and country, to be preserved by you unsullied, and, if ever 
you are called upon to do so, defended to the last. 

“Having been connected with the Regiment for many years, | have witnessed how well it 
has performed its duty both at home and abroad, and although time has wrought many changes 
in the corps, I am sure that the same noble spirit exists in it still, and that you, the 2nd Battalion, 


the Northamptonshire and Rutland Milttia. 


will emulate your predecessors, and equally in the future as in the past prove deserving of the 
sacred charge I now have the pleasure of committing to your care in placing these Colours in 
your hands.” 


Lieut.-Colonel Lord Brownlow Cecil made the following reply :— 


“In the name of the officers, non-commissioned officers, and men of the 2nd Battalion of the 
Northamptonshire and Rutland Militia, we return our best thanks to Lady Brownlow Cecil for so 
kindly presenting the new Colours, and for the appropriate and noble sentiments she has expressed. 

‘‘When we look upon these Colours given to us by the Queen, and to-day so happily conse- 
crated, we feel highly honoured—but we look further and see the gallant old Regiment, the 1st 
Battalion, drawn up before us, with the noble colonel at their head, and we feel that to them we 
owe our origin. Weare proud to be the 2nd Battalion of so distinguished a Regiment, who served 
their Queen and country during the Crimean War and the Indian Mutiny, by garrisoning towns, 
by foreign service, and by volunteering to the front to fight, thus gaining for themselves, as for us, 
the distinction of ‘Mediterranean’ on our Colours. I say weare proud to be their 2nd Battalion. 
In times of peace, in camp, or on parade, when you see the Colours floating in the breeze, ‘emblems 
of loyalty and glory,’ you will rejoice that they are yours. In war time, if called upon to fight, 
you will give the enemy a taste of what the 2nd Battalion can do, which they will never forget— 
and we shall never permit any strangers to put their hands on them with impunity, but will detend 
them with our lives, and whether in time of peace or war, we shall protect these ‘sacred Colours,’ 
and they will be for ever the pride of the 2nd Battalion of the Northamptonshire and Rutland 
Militia.” : 


Colonel the Marquis of Exeter then concluded the proceedings by the following fitting 
address :— 


“‘Lieut.-Colonel Lord Brownlow Cecil, officers, non-commissioned officers, and men of the 2nd 
Battalion, —I congratulate you most sincerely on the happy presentation of the new Colours to-day 
and upon the fine appearance of the battalion. It is now, I think, twenty-six years ago since these 
old Colours there (pointing to the Colours of the 1st Battalion) were presented to the whole Regi- 
ment, and though my brother has been kind enough to say that you are descended from the old 
Regiment, and that you will do well to emulate its example, which is no doubt true in some 
respects, in other respects he flatters us too much and detracts too much from many of yourselves, 
for I see amongst the ranks of the 2nd Battalion, and | know there are many men present, who 
were also present at the presentation of the old Colours to the old Regiment. Those old Colours 
have been respected by the Regiment for twenty-six years, and I am quite sure these new Colours 
will be equally respected, and defended if necessary, by yourselves. The old soldiers will tell the 
young ones how they have honoured and respected those Coldurs for twenty-six years, and the 
young soldiers, listening to the old soldiers, will realise how sacred are the Colours that have just 
been confided to your care.” 


At a luncheon given by the Regiment at the Judge’s lodgings after the presentation of the 
Colours to the 2nd Battalion, the interesting ceremony of presenting a testimonial to Captain (now 
Licut.-Colonel) Rose, on his retiring from the Adjutancy of the Regiment, the duties of which he 
had so ably performed for a period of thirty years, was witnessed by the officers and a large 
assemblage of friends invited to do him honour. 


On the 28th of May, Major-General Sir Garnet Wolseley, G.C.M.G., K.C.B., Inspector-General 
of Auxiliary Forces, inspected the Regiment, which was formed in line on the racecourse, and 
afterwards marched past by battalions ; each battalion was then put through a variety of field 
manceuvres, the 1st Battalion by Colonel the Marquis of Exeter, A.D.C., etc., and the 2nd Battalion 
by Lieut.-Colonel Lord Brownlow Cecil. 

Sir Garnet next examined the stores, and expressed himself highly satisfied with all he 
had seen. 

The annual inspection of the Regiment was made on the racecourse on the rst of June by 
Colonel J. G. R. Aplin, commanding the 29th Sub-District. Both battalions were formed into 
line, and subsequently marched past. Each battalion was then inspected singly, after which the 
reviewing officer saw the kits laid out, and visited the stores and different quarters, and expressed 
himself highly satisfied with his inspection.

Exeter's long and faithful and valuable service in this distinguished Regiment, felt by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and the Secretary of State ; and I am to inform you that with a view of continuing 
Lord Exeter’s long and honourable connection with the Regiment, the Secretary of State, with His 
Royal Highness’s full concurrence, has advised Her Majesty to appoint his lordship Honorary 
Colonel, believing that this mark of Her Majesty’s favour will be gratifying to him.

New Colours were presented to the 3rd Battalion Northampton Regiment, on the 26th May, 
1887. 


PRESENTATION OF NEW COLOURS TO THE 3RD BaTTALION. 


The inspection of the 3rd and 4th Battalions, Northampton Regiment, took place to-day, 26th 
May, 1887. The event was of a much more interesting character than usual, in consequence of 
the trooping of the old Colours, and the presentation of new Colours to the 3rd Battalion, by the 
Marchioness of Exeter. There was a very large assembly of spectators. 


The 3rd Battalion marched on to the racecourse about half-past nine o’clock, strength as 
shown in state (entered herein), where, after executing several battalion movements, they were 


the Northamptonshire and Rutland Militza. 


formed up and received General Daniell, the general officer commanding the Northern District, with 
a general salute, and after a few movements, the battalion was formed up in line and the old 
Colours were trooped. 


The ceremony of the whole was of a most imposing and interesting character, and at the con- 
clusion the band played “ Auld Lang Syne.” The sun at this time shone out brightly, and the 
scene presented was of a pretty and marked character. 


The trooping of the old Colours was followed by the presentation of the new Colours, and 
this ceremony was also of a most pleasing description, and one which will long be remembered by 
those who witnessed it. The whole of the drums were first piled, and the Colours, at that time in 
charge of Colour-Sergeants Jarrett and Tilley, laid across them. They were then consecrated by 
the Chaplain, the Rev. F. S. Thornton, a special form of prayer being provided for the occasion. 
Subsequently the Senior Major, Lord Burghley, delivered the Queen’s Colour into the hands of the 
Marchioness of Exeter, who handed it to Lieutenant Eaton, the Senior Lieutenant. Major 
Monckton, Junior Major, then delivered the Regimental Colour to the Marchioness, who handed it 
to Lieutenant Noel, the Junior Lieutenant; the Colours were received on the knee by the 
Lieutenants. 


This part of the ceremony being concluded, Lady Exeter addressed the officers and men as 
follows :— 


‘‘Lord Exeter, officers, non-commissioned officers, and men of the 3rd Battalion, Northampton 
Regiment,—It is with pleasure that I find myself again commissioned to present you with your 
Colours. I believe that to-day there are present a few who remember the last occasion when I 
was thus privileged; and I shall therefore be forgiven if I briefly allude to the presentation of 
their Colours to the Northamptonshire Militia, as it was then called, at the time of the Crimean 
War. I remember that moment to have been rather an anxious one, as the Regiment was then 
under orders for Gibraltar, the volunteering fervour was at its height, and many then present were, 
as I know, anxiously hoping that duty might call the Regiment to serve in the Crimea itself. 
Since that time it has, as you know, been thought well for military reasons to divide the Regiment 
into two battalions, and although from the friendship which has always prevailed, it would seem 
as if the happy motto, “one heart, one way,” which belongs jointly to the Colonel and Lieut.- 
Colonel of the 3rd and 4th Battalions, had exercised a happy influence on the entire Regiment, yet 
the change limits my duties to-day to presenting new Colours to the 3rd Battalion alone. To your 
keeping I now commit this trust, feeling sure that, asthe emblems of the honour of your Queen 
and of your Regiment, no efforts will be wanting on your part to keep these new Colours, pork 
literally and figuratively untarnished.” 


Colonel the Marquis of Exeter then addressed the officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
men as follows :— 


“ Officers, non-commissioned officers, and men of the 3rd Battalion, Northamptonshire Regi- 
ment,—It now becomes my duty to say a few words to thank Lady Exeter on our behalf for having 
been so good as to present our battalion with new Colours, and for the kind expressions she has 
used towards the 3rd Battalion. But more especially will I thank her for what she has said with 
reference to the Northamptonshire and Rutland Militia, which includes the 4th Battalion, with 
ourselves. Lady Exeter has reminded us of the time when at Devonport in 1854 she committed 
the old Colours, which you have trooped to-day, to the care of the Northamptonshire Militia, saying 
at the time that she hoped that the Regiment would use unceasing exertions to preserve the fair 
fame of both banners unsullied. I trust that I may say with confidence that the Regiment has 
done so; and though we have not had the privilege and honour of carrying those Colours into 
action, yet for many years the Northamptonshire, and afterwards the Northamptonshire and 
Rutland Militia, have done their utmost, whether when embodied at Devonport, Gibraltar, and 
Plymouth, or disembodied here at their own headquarters, to preserve the fair fame of those old 
Colours unsullied and untarnished. These old Colours have been honoured and respected for 
thirty-three years, and the time has arrived when, according to the regulations of the service, 
they should be replaced by others of a more modern pattern, just as the new service orders of 
some years ago rendered it necessary to divide the Northamptonshire and Rutland Militia into 
two battalions. As this partitioning of the old Regiment has not interfered with the friendly—I 
may also say brotherly—feeling which has always existed between the officers, non-commissioned 
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officers, and men of the two battalions, so I feel sure that all of you, whether belonging to the 3rd 
or 4th Battalions, will wish for those old Colours that a suitable resting-place be found, where 
they will hang unfurled, calling to our remembrance the honour, the friendship, and the difficulties 
of former days. And now, officers, non-commissioned officers, and men of the 3rd Battalion, these 
new Colours, which Lady Exeter has presented to us to-day, seem to me to have been presented 
upon a specially auspicious occasion, as it is the Jubilee year of Her Majesty’s reign. 1 say that 
such a year, when all classes are rejoicing, and looking back with thankfulness to the glory and 
prosperity which the British Empire has enjoyed under Her Majesty’s fifty years of a beneficent 
reign, iS especially appropriate for reminding you how sacred are these emblems of royalty, 
loyalty, and honour, as represented in those two Colours so happily consecrated to-day by Mr. 
Thornton. I will not detain you further than again to impress upon every man in the 3rd Battalion 
of the Northamptonshire Regiment—be he officer, non-commissioned officer, drummer, or private 
—how imperative is the duty placed upon us all, to honour and to guard them from all insult or 
injury, the Queen’s Colour reminding us of our duty to the Queen, and the other of the honour of 
our battalion and the defence of our country.” 


After the new Colours had been duly trooped, the men were marched back to the Militia 
stores and dismissed. 


Extract from the London Gazette, dated War Office, Pall Mall, 25th October, 1887 :— 


“The following officers retire under the provisions of paragraphs 98 to 104 of the Militia 
Regulations, 1886.

“ 3rd and 4th Battalions, Northamptonshire Regiment. 


“Lieut.-Colonel Commandant and Colonel W. A. Marquis of Exeter, A.D.C., and is appointed 
honorary colonel of the Regiment.” 


The following order was published by Colonel the Marquis of Exeter, A.D.C., commandant 
3rd and 4th Battalions, Northamptonshire Regiment, on the 27th May, 1887, before dismissal from 
training of the 3rd and 4th Battalions, Northamptonshire Regiment :— 


““The commanding officer, before the Regiment is dismissed at the end of the training, desires 
to say to the officers, non-con:missioned officers, and men of the 3rd and 4th Battalions of the 
Northamptonshire Regiment, how satisfied he has been with the expressions of approval with 
which the major-general commanding the Northern District was able to speak of both battalions. 
Colonel Lord Exeter wishes to say to the officers, non-commissioned officers, and men of the 3rd 
Battalion, that he himself has been highly pleased with the manner in which all ranks have per- 
formed their duties during the training, and the good conduct of the men in the town. The men 
have been particularly steady under arms, they marched past very well, and went through their 
battalion and other movements to the entire satisfaction of Major-General Daniell and your 


commanding officer. 


‘The Major-General also directed the commanding officer to correct an omission in the few 
words he addressed to the battalion after the inspection, which was, that he was very well pleased 
with the way in which the officers showed that they knew their duties, and that it was through 
this proper performance of their duties that the battalion turned out so well. Notwithstanding 
the disadvantage and interruptions caused by the companies having been obliged to go to Stafford 
for musketry instruction, it was remarked upon specially by the Inspector-General, who said 
that it told greatly to the credit of a battalion when it could go through the prescribed course of 
musketry, and yet show that it was so steady at drill and in the field, as the 3rd Battalion had 
proved itself to be that day. The commanding officer wishes also to mention that the trooping 
of the old Colours, and manceuvres necessary lor carrying out the ceremony on the presentation 
of the new Colours to the 3rd Battalion were very well performed by all; and it will be a long 
time before the imposing spectacle of yesterday on the racecourse will be forgotten. 


‘The musketry (notwithstanding the difficulties caused by being obliged to send out to Stafford 
several companies at a time from the two battalions during the greater part of the training, and 
the wet and stormy weather towards the latter part of the shooting), has been upon the whole 


the Northamptonshire and Rutland Militia. 


far more satisfactory than the last training, and special thanks are due to Mr. Walter, Lieutenant 
of the rst Lancashire Fusiliers, from Lord Exeter, for having volunteered to act as musketry 
instructor to the 3rd and 4th Battalions. The commanding officer must not allow the satisfactory 
remarks on the part of Major-General Daniell to pass without giving due credit to the exertions 
of the adjutant, sergeant-majors, and the non-commissioned officers of the permanent staff 3rd 
and 4th Battalions, without which the turning out of the battalions on the inspection day, in so 
satisfactory a manner, would have been comparatively impossible, and the commanding officer 
congratulates them on the success of their labours. While upon this subject, the commanding 
officer has to announce to the two battalions, and he does so with the very deepest regret, that 
the term of years for Major Orde Powlett’s services as adjutant expires next September. Lord 
Exeter is sure that the loss of so good an officer from the adjutancy will be greatly felt by all 
ranks in the 3rd Battalion, and he cannot allow these comments on the inspection to conclude, 
without thanking Major Orde Powlett for the untiring zeal, the efficient manner, and the able and 
pleasant way in which he has invariably conducted the orderly room duties, together with the 
other duties of an adjutant, whether in the field or elsewhere. To Major Orde Powlett’s exertions 
during the past five years the commanding officer attributes mainly the success of the inspections 
of the last two or three years, culminating in yesterday’s review, and while all regret that the 
regulations of the service compel his retirement from the adjutancy so shortly, the commanding 
officer can with confidence assure Major Orde Powlett, on the part of all in the two battalions, 
that every good wish for success and happiness will follow him in his future career. 


“In conclusion, the commanding officer hopes that all will return to their homes satisfied 
with the results of this Jubilee year’s training, and that the men will, in their several towns and 
villages throughout the county, show by their conduct and by the good example they set to others 
throughout the year, that they do not forget that they belong to the Northamptonshire and Rutland 
Militia, whether they are soldiers in the 3rd or 4th Battalion.” | 


ADDRESS. 


“On retirement from the active command of the Northampton Militia, to the officers, staff, 
non-commissioned officers, and men of the Regiment, both past and present. 


“Colonel the Marquis of Exeter embraces the opportunity afforded him by the commencement 
of another training, to express his great regret that the regulations of the service (vide part i., 
section xiii., paragraph 98, Militia Regulations) compel his retirement from the active command of 
the Northampton Militia, with which Regiment he has served continuously since the year 1852. 


“The pain which the compulsory retirement naturally occasions him, has to some extent been 
modified by the kind words of the Secretary of State for War, and His Royal Highness the Field- 
Marshal Commanding-in-Chief, when conveying to Lord Exeter Her Majesty’s gracious command 
that he should not sever his connection with his old Regiment, but occupy the position of Honorary 
Colonel. Lord Exeter, therefore, has the pleasure of feeling that he is still closely associated with 
the Regiment, and thus retains the privilege of serving the interests of the 3rd and 4th Battalions 
of the Northamptonshire Regiment, whenever circumstances might justify such endeavour. 


“Colonel the Marquis of Exeter cannot conclude without conveying to the officers, the 
staff, non-commissioned officers, aud men of the Northampton Militia, both past and present, his 
grateful acknowledgments for the able and willing assistance invariably afforded him during his 
long period of command, whether at home or abroad. This hearty co-operation enabled the 
commanding officer to maintain the high name for good conduct and discipline, which with rare 
exceptions, have for the space of thirty-five years, reflected great credit upon all under his com- 
mand, and has also obtained the approval of the authorities, of the Horse Guards, the War Office, 
and of numerous inspecting officers. Looking to the future, Lord Exeter knows that the command 
of the two battalions falls upon those who have the best interests of the Regiment at heart; and 
under the able command of Lord Brownlow Cecil and Lord Burghley the Honorary Colonel feels 
assured that the 3rd and qth Battalions will not fail to take the same pride as hitherto in 
maintaining the high standard of efficiency and devotion to duty which has marked the career of 
the Northamptonshire Militia, whether serving at home or on garrison duty abroad.

The two battalions of the Northampton Militia formed up as a brigade just before eleven 
o'clock on the 7th June, 1888, on the Parade Ground, on the occasion of the visit of Lord Exeter. 
As his lordship rode on to the racecourse he was received with a salute. After riding down the 
ranks, the late colonel took up a position in front of the troops, and took a keen interest in watching 
the subsequent movements, A line of quarter-columns was next formed on the 3rd Battalion. 


Lord Exeter then addressed the two battalions, and said he was glad to come and sce them, 
although at one time he feared he should have missed the opportunity. He had hoped to have 
come the previous week, but was prevented. He reminded the men that the regulations only 
allowed him to look on; but, from what he had seen, he found that although they had only 
assembled a short time, they promised well for the day of inspection. He was glad to see so 
many old faces in the ranks of his old battalion (the 3rd), and on riding down the ranks he was 
pleased to see such Steadiness in both battalions, and he had no fear that on the day of inspection 
they would acquit themselves even more satisfactorily than in former years. He was glad to 
hear of the good conduct of the men, and assured them that he should come to marenanipten to 
have a look at them as often as he could. 
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Lord Brownlow Cecil briefly thanked his lordship for the words he had spoken, and three 
hearty cheers were given for Lord Exeter, 


In consequence of the extra movements the men were not dismissed till nearly half-past 
twelve. 


The 3rd and 4th Battalions, Northampton Regiment, were inspected on the 21st and 
22nd June, 1888, prior to dismissal from the training on the 23rd June, 1888, by Colonel C. 
Ball-Acton, C.B., commanding 48th Regimental District, when the following was the inspection 
state of the two battalions :—

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THE STATUETTE OF THE MARQUIS OF EXETER. 


THE PRESENTATION CEREMONY. 


On June 6th, 1889, the officers of the 3rd and 4th Battalions of the Northamptonshire Regiment 
presented their old colonel, the Marquis of I:xeter, with a magnificent silver statuette of himself un horseback. 

The statuette was modelled from life by Mr. C. B. Birch. A.R.A , who is so justly celebrated for his 
wonderful artistic skill in giving life-like expression to all his works. The Marquis himself, at the request of 
his officers, has done much to ensure the successful execution of this work of art, sparing himself no trouble, 
and sitting on horseback in Mr. Birch’s studio day after day attired in full uniform, and afterwards lending 
the accoutrements to Messrs. Hancock, the manufacturers, so that every detail might be copied and carried 
out with that accuracy for which their firm is so well known in all parts of the world. The lkeness is 
a speaking one, and the easy and natural position of the Marquis on his charger has been happily caught by 
Mr. Birch. The uniform, accoutrements, etc., have been worked out to scale, and, to show the attendon and 
time that has been given to the work, even the motto, ‘* Homd sort gui mal y pense,’’ on the badge can be 
distinctly read. The manufacture of this statuette has been carried out by Messrs. Hancock «& Co., the 
Court jewellers and silversmiths, of New Bond Street, London, and is co:sidered by them to be one of 
the most successful and artistic works in silver that they have ever produced. It stands ona black base, on 
which there is a silver plate bearing the following inscription :— 


“ PRESENTED TO

OF THE

(LATE NORTHAMPTONSHIRE AND RUTLAND MILITIA) . 
BY PAST AND PRESENT OFFICERS OF THE REGIMENT, 
IN TOKEN OF THEIR ESTEEM AND AFFECTION, 


AND IN RECOGNITION OF HIS INVALUABLE SERVICES DURING AN ACTIVE COMMAND OF 41 YEARS. 


A.D. 1888.” 


The presentation was made at the judge’s lodgings, at the close of the luncheon after the annual review, 
by Lieutenant-Colonel S. G. Stopford-Sackville, commanding 4th Battalion, in the presence of the officers of 
the Regiment, several of the old officers, and a large number of ladies. 

Colonel SACKVILLE, in making the presentation, said that none of those who were present at that time 
last year would have forgotten that it was then his privilege, on behalf of his brother officers of the 3rd and 
4th Battalions, to name their intention of presenting to the Marquis, on his retiring from active command of 
the Regiment, a memento to show the esteem and regard in which he was held by every officer of that 
Regiment. (Applause.) They then said they hoped to be able to present the Marquis with a statuette in 
silver, representing his lordship on horseback as he had been in the habit of receiving their salute. That 
promise it was to-day his pleasure and privilege, on behalf of his brother officers (not only those who are now 
serving with the Regiment, but those who had retired in bygone years), to pertorm. Turning tothe Marquis, 
Colonel Sackville said, ‘‘ 1 bey to hand you this statuette, modelled by one of the most distinguished artists, 
Mr. Birch, an associate of the Royal Academy, and I hope that those here will recognise in it a faithtul 
likeness of our honorary colonel.’’ (Hear, hear.) It was no common link that bound the officers of their 
Regiment to their old colonel. It was, he believed, unique—whcether in a Regiment of Militia or of the Line— 
that one officer should have commanded them for forty-one years. (Applause.) They honoured the Marquis 
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because, not only was he their commanding officer during that lengthened period, and mainly responsible 
for the maintenance of the honour of the corps, but because he might be considered as the father or creator 
of the Regiment. (Loud applause.) Even the duties of the House of Commons (which, for all he knew, might 
not have been so aggravating then as they were now), did not prevent the Marquis’s constant attendance 
with his Regiment, whether on home or foreign service. We like also to recall, too, the self-denying and 
Patriotic spirit which actuated not only our colonel but Lady Burghley, who accompanied her husband on 
foreign service, and everywhere until the Regiment was disembodied. In 1878 the Marquis was presented 
with a sword as a mark of esteem and affection, and that feeling had continued on the part of the officers 
towards him for forty-one years, and they considered him a model commanding officer. (Loud and prolonyed 
applause.) Strict in his discipline, he had been a personal friend to every offer in the Regiment. (Renewed 
‘applause.) We wish to present him with that image of himself that he might receive an honour too otten 
not given by a grateful country during a man’s lifetime. There were seventy-eight subscribers,—a very large 
number of officers from one Regiment—and when the whole expense of that statuette was paid there would be 
a considerable surplus entirely at the disposal of the Marquis, to give away in any manner he liked for the 
advantage of his corps. Addressing the Marquis, Colonel Sackville said: ‘‘ In presenting you with this 
statuette I will only express the hope that you may live long to look upon it. We hope it may be preserved 
in your mansion at Burghley to show you and your descendants what manner of man it was that the ofhcers 
of the Northampton and Rutland Militia deliyhted to honour.’’ (Loud applause.) Colonel Sackville then 
asked thuse present to drink the health of the Marquis.—The toast was received with immense enthusiasm, 
and the singing of ‘‘ For He’s a Jolly Good Fellow.’ 

Colonel ROSE, a former officer of the Regiment, assured his lordship on behalf of the old officers how 
glad they were in joining with the present officers in making this presentation to one who had been so 
universally respected and beloved by everyone. He would say without hesitation that a better commanding 
officer, or one more universally beloved and respected by all under him, could not be found. (App:ause.) 

The Marquis of EXETER, who was loudly cheered, said: ‘‘ Brother officers, I have often addressed you 
from this chair, but | have never risen to address you under such difficulties as I do at this moment. I am 
quite overpowered by the kind, and more than kind, reception you have given me, and by the enthusiastic 
manner in which you have received the words by which Colonel Sackville has testitied to the very kind 
feelings which you, my brother officers, both past and present, have always shown towards me as your 
colonel. I can only say that I shall never forget this day,—and you must excuse me if my feelings overpower 
me, and [ am unable to express all that is in my heart, as the many happy days which I have spent among 
you (added to this magnificent memorial of those days with which you have presented me) rise to my 
recollection, and almost deprive me of the power of giving utterance to those feelings or to find suitable 
words in which to thank you. I can only say with what pleasure I accept this kind present, and you may be 
sure that I shall never cease to value it most highly as long as I live. I feel when looking upon that 
statuette, and ! hope that I shall always feel that I am not looking upon myself, but upon the en:bodiment 
of the good teeling and friendship which I have always experienced from all of you, my ufficers past and 
present, since I have had the honour of commanding the Northamptonshire Militia. With respect to the 
Regiment itself, it has always been a source of great satisfaction to me (as it must have been to you all) that 
it has nearly always been commanded, and represented in its officers, by Northamptonshire and Rutland 
county gentlemen. The county gentlemen and the yeomen I consider to be the backbone of the Militia 
service, and since [ have had the honour of commanding this Regiment the majority of my officers have been 
Northamptonshire and Rutland men, or gentlemen living near the county, or who, through relationship or other- 
wise, are to all intents and purposes Northamptonshire or Rutland men. Colonel Sackville has been so good 
as to say that I was the father of the Regiment. I cannot claim that honour entirely. I do not forget the 
services of those officers who, in my opinion, made this Regiment, and enabled me to keep it in the high state 
of efficiency in which it has always been found by those by whom the Regiment has been inspected. You all 
know that | am alluding to the adjutants, and it is to my friend sitting there,—to Colonel Rose,—far more than 
to myself, that I give the credit of making the Regiment, and of helping me to keep up its efficiency while he 
was my adjutant. The War Office were so well aware of the services of Colonel Rose that on his retirement 
they rewarded him by promotion to be a field officer. Under the affliated system the Regiment had been 
fortunate enough in having three most distinguished ofticers from the 4kth Regiment as adjutants—Major 
Pennell, Lieutenant-Colonel Rawlings, and Major Orde-Powlett, and it has now been handed dewn to my 
friend Captain Hill, who, I feel sure, has done and will do his best to show that the 58th Regiment can 
produce as good adjutants as the 4th. ’? After further allusion to the services of the adjutants, his lordship 
said, ‘‘ 1 am delighted to see so many of the ‘Old Guard’ present,’’ and he valued their kindness in coming 
such long distances to be present. The noble Marquis referred at some length to the friendly relationship 
existing between the 48th and s8th Regiments of the Line and the Northampton Militia, which had been much 
strengthened by the Militia becoming 3rd and 4th Battalions of the Line Regiment. ‘1 again thank you from 
the bottom of my heart for the kind and brotherly feeling which has been expressed towards me, and | can 
assure you that this statuette will be one of the most valued treasures at Burghley, and wi'l be regarded by 
me, and after me by my successors, as one of the best and most important heirlooms. (L ud and continued 
applause. ) His lordship then proposed the health of his son and successor, Colonel Lord Burghley, and the 
toast was received with musical honours.—I.ord BURGHLEY thanked them for the honour, and said he would do 
his best to carry on the traditions of the Regiment. From what he had seen that day at his first inspection he 
thought he need have no fears of the future. (Applause.) Colonel Foster had complimented the Regiment 
upon its appearance, and he regarded the compliment as genuine. He relied upon the officers to support 
him. (Applause.)—Colonel CLARKE, after some humorous and eutugistic references to the Marquis of 
Exeter, proposed the health of Colonel Stopford-Sackville, commandant of the 4th Battalion, and the toast 
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was musically received.—Colonel SACKVILLE, in reply, thanked them for the kind way in which they had 
received the toast, and hoped the 4th Battalion would not suffer from the retirement of 


LORD BROWNLOW CECIL, 


which they all so much regretted. (Applause.) The speaker had not been brought up as a professional 
soldier, and they were fortunate in having Lord Burghley, who had been in the Grenadier Guards. He 
hoped the high tone among the officers would be maintained.—Sir G. GUNNING, Bart., said the absent past 
officers should not be forgotten, and proposed the health of Lord Brownlow Cecil, which was enthusiastically 
received. This concluded the toast list. 


Accompanying the statuette was a parchment bearing the words :—‘‘ To Colonel the Marquis of 
Exeter, A.1).C., etc. We, the undersigned past and present officers of the 3rd and 4th Battalions of the 
Northamptonshire Regiment (late Northampton and Rutland Militia), beg your acceptance of this statuette 
of yourself in uniform on your charger, and request that it may be preserved asa heirloom in your family, 
and follow the title.’

‘* PRESENTATION TO LORD EXETER. 


‘Military affairs are not much in my line, except to grumble at them. I don't believe in the bleod 
and gunpowder business; it is as wicked and cruel as it is senseless. But the presentation to the 
Marquis of Exeter by the Officers of his Regiment, which took place on Thursday, is an affair rather apart 
from the killing profession in its general aspect. J)uring the forty-one years he was in active command of 
the Regiment, the Colonel made himself rather respected than feared by the men under him. There are 
two sorts of respect: there is the respect paid to a martinet who rules with a crowbar authority; and 
there is the respect paid to a firm yet kindly and well-intentioned man, who wins regard by his conduct. 
The Marquis has commanded the Regiment in a manner that has won the affection of all who have served 
under him, and the rule of the War Office compelling such an officer to retire, is one of those arbitrary 
pieces of official stupidity of which only a British official department could be capable.’’

‘To-day marks the close of the training of the men of the 3rd and 4th Battalions of the Northamptonshire 
Militia, and for another twelve months our streets will be minus the thousand red-coats.
